On January 1 8, 201 1 , President Obama issued Executive Order 1 3563, which seeks to improve regulation and regulatory review. He stated that our 
"regulatory system must protect public health, welfare, safety, and our environment while promoting economic growth, innovation, competitiveness, 
and job creation" and it must "use the best, most innovative, and least burdensome tools to achieve regulatory ends." 

The Executive Order outlines several guiding principles for Federal agencies to follow in their regulations, such as ensuring that an agency's 
regulations (Check all that apply): 

I I Take into account costs and benefits to society 

I I Are based on the best available science 

I I Are developed in a manner that allows public participation 

I I Are accessible, consistent, and written in plain language 

I I Use the least burdensome methods to achieve regulatory goals 

The Department's goal is to create a systematic method for identifying those significant rules that are obsolete or simply no longer make sense. While 
this review will focus on the elimination of rules that are no longer warranted, DOS will also consider strengthening, complementing, or modernizing 
rules where necessary or appropriate - including, as relevant, undertaking new rulemakings.
